three hundred and forty British Empire and 
disabled war prisoners are being repatriated 
the British Foreign Office announced in a state- 


ment last night. Some are now being embarked at the Swedish port 


of Gothenburg. Eight hundred 


left a Scottish port last Thursday. 


German Radio later announced 
that the German Foreign Office had 
concluded negotiations for the 
exchange of gravely injured British 
and German prisoners of war. 

This repatriation follows agreements 
which have been made between the 
German and British Governments 
and between the German Government 
and the Government of the United 
States. The statement went on: 

‘The agreements provide for the 
mutual repatriation from both 
sides, regardless of their ranks or 
numbers, of all seriously sick and 
seriously wounded prisoners of war 
have been recommended 
by medical authorities. 
chaplains, medical orderlies and 
stretcher-bearers in excess. of those 
needed for the care of their 
fellow prisoners are also being re- 
patriated under the agreements.’ 

The repatriation is being carried 
out in three separate movements. 
A British hospital ‘ip éad trans 
port have delivered at Gothenburg 
German prisoners of war from camps 
in the United Kingdom, Canada, 
and the United States. For the 
return voyage they will be joined 
by a Swedish ship and the three 
ships will bring back to the United 
Kingdom more than 4,000 men, all 
of whom have been brought to 
Gothenburg from Germany. 


GERMAN SHIPS 


German ships are at an Allied port 
in North-West Africa. They did not 
bring Allied prisoners. They will 
embark a large number of German 
prisoners and return to a German- 
controlled port in France. A British 
hospital ship and transport will 
shortly reach Barcelona with German 
risoners, —— from the Middle 
ast. These ships will return to a 
Middle East port with more than one 
thousand men, who will have been 
brought to Barcelona in German 
ships from a German-controlled port 
in France. | 

““The ships concerned sail under 
safe conduct and carry International 
Red Cross delegates as: neutral 
observers. 

“The successful conclusion of these 
negotiations is largely due to the 
unfailing co-operation of the Swiss 
Government, in their capacity of 
protecting Power. We are also 
grateful to the Swedish and Spanish 
Governments for their ready help at 
the ports of transfer,” the statement 
concluded. 

The British and Americans being 
exchanged at the Swedish port of 
Gothenburg travelled from Germany 
in two hospital ships, the 4,000 tons 
Meteor and the 3,000-ton Ruegen, the 
first arriving on Swedish _ ter- 
ritory on Sunday and the last 
due to-day. The Germans were 
brought to Sweden in the 17,000 tons 
hospital ship, Atlantis, and the 
Empress of Russia. As the capacity 
of both these ships is insufficient for 
the number to be carried on the 
return journey, Sweden has placed at 
the disposal of the British the crack 
Swedish liner Drottningholm.

Fierce counter-attacks Jaunched by

Battling northward over ground 
lashed by heavy rain into a sticky 
quagmire, General Mark Clark's 
men have captured, and now firmly 
hold, three vital points north of the 
river. They are: 

Cancello—Eight miles from 
the coast at a point where the 
river is at its roughest ; 

Morrone—Twenty miles inland 
and three miles north of the 
river, a key town 1,000 feet up 
on a hillside, and 

Ruviano—At the extreme east 
of the line. 

Cancello and Morrone are particu- 
larly important gains. Morrone was 
only taken by American troops after 
they had stormed up the hillside 
and beaten off three savage counter- 
attacks. 


STREET BATTLE 


Every yard of high ground in this 
area is of great tactical importance, 
and the Germans are fighting harder 
than ever to hold their hill positions, 

German resistance is also stiffen- 
ing in the central sector, as General 
Montgomery’s drive to the west 
increasingly menaces Marshal Kessel- 
ring’s left flank. Eighth Army 
patrols operating five miles ahead of 
the main force fought their way into 
the village of Montecilfone and found 
the Germans there in considerable 
strength. Desperate street fighting 
followed before the Allies withdrew 
after inflicting heavy casualties.

The Military Correspondent of the 
German News Agency wrote last 
night: ‘‘The great German disen- 
gaging movement, which still con- 
tinues on the Dnieper, has produced 
a change in the strategic situation. 
The Soviet aim is clearly to encircle 
the whole German southern front. 
Extensive German counter-measures, 
however, have already neutralised 
the main Russian thrust.”’ 

The official Soviet communiqué 
stated that advances were made 
south-east of Kremenchug, north of 
Kiev and south of aaa and that 
the bridgehead south of Riechitza 
was extended. Stubborn battles are 
still being fought in the streets of 
Melitopol, according to the com- 
muniqué, which added: “' All troops 
substantially improved their posi- 
tions. 171 enemy tanks were de- 
stroyed or disabled and 45 aircraft 
shot down. 

Heavily armoured Russian columns 
are battering into the Dnieper loop, 
through the gap torn in the German 
lines south-east of Kremenchug, in 
a bid to pocket the German garrison 
of Dnepropetrovsk and the dozens of 
German divisions massed inside the 
big river bend, Reuter’s Special Cor- 
respondent cables from Moscow. 

Powerful units, he says, are grind- 
ing down the German defences on 
both sides of the -30-miles’ breach, 
while others are clashing with the 
disorganised Germans in a thrust for 
the most northerly of the two rail- 
ways running west from Dnepro- 
petrovsk.

A later German News Agency 
message reported a major Russian 
break-through south of the Nevel 
salient, which, it stated, was later 
eliminated. The report said the 
Soviet attack aimed at ‘“‘ripping up 
the German front.’ 

Moscow Radio stated late last 
night that south-east of Kremenchug 
Soviet troops are forging ahead in 
spite of fierce German counter- 
attacks by large masses of tanks 
and aircraft. ‘‘The .Germans are

Bomb-sight photographs taken by 
American Mitchells which recently 
attacked the Ancona railway yards 
‘on the east coast railway show that 
the lines to Foggia and Bologna re- 
ceived direct hits. Warehouses and 
industrial buildings, gas works, and 
a locomotive workshop were left 
burning. More than 200 carriages 
and trucks in the yards at the time 
were well covered with bombs. A 
three-funnelled Axis, merchant ship 
was sunk by bomb-carrying Light- 
nings. 

‘Planes found on captured. airfields 
in Italy now total 1,245—679 German 
and 566 Italian. Many had been 
smashed or damaged in air attacks. 
Nearly 3,000 abandoned aircraft have 
been captured since the Allies landed 
in North Africa on November 8 last 
year. Adding to these 3,529 enemy 
aircraft destroyed in the air up to 
October 18, the Allied competen has 
cost the Germans more than 6,500 
aircraft.

Air Raids on 
Germany 
and Britain 


Mosquitos on Sunday night bombed 
Berlin and Western Germany, a 
British Air Ministry report states, 
and Whirlwinds. and other Intruders 
attacked twelve railway engines in 
occupied territory and shipping off 
the Dutch coast. 

The night’s operations, which also 
included minelaying, were completed 
without loss. 

Spitfires of Fighter Command 
destroyed three German fighters and 
damaged others in offensive sweeps 
yesterday over the Continent. Two 
of the aircraft’ destroyed were 
Me. 109s. The third was a F.W. 
190, states the British Air Ministry 
News Service. The Spitfires had 
several combats, though hampered by 
cloud and icing conditions. One of 
the Me. 109s destroyed was shot 
down near Amiens by a Frenchman, 
flying with the Nigerian squadron. 
Another Me. 109 was destroyed by a 
pilot of a Bombay squadron, a sec- 
tion of which was engaged by more 
than 20 German aircraft. At the 
same time a Canadian pilot officer 
shot down a F.W. 190. 

London had an alert late last 
night, and high explosive bombs 
were dropped in one area. German 
‘planes which flew over one district 
were strongly attacked. The alert 
ended before midnight.

Germans Had 
Warning of 
Big Raid 


EUTRAL reports that the 
Germans had advance infor- 
mation of the Allied plan for 

the raid on the Schweinfurt ball- 
bearing plant were given credence by 
General Arnold, Chief of the United 
States Army Air Force, yesterday in 
Washington. He said: “I don’t see 
how the Germans could have pre- 
pared the defence they did unless 
they had advance warning. They 
were too well organised.” He added: 
“We are getting the upper hand, 
however, in every theatre in this 
war. The loss of 60 American 
bombers in the Schweinfurt raid was 
incidental.”’ 

He said also that Germany was 
ran ge | turning every effort 
towards fighters to defend against 
the growing Allied bombing. ‘‘ The 
main objective of the Allied air war 
over Europe is to make it easier for 
the ground troops to go in in the 
final dash, and save thousands of 
lives,” he stated.— (Reuter. )

NEW PLAN 


So determined are the thirty-eight 
curers in the country to assist the 
Pigs and Bacon,Commission in every 
way possible that they have agreed 
among themselves to provide every 
section of the community with what- 
ever percentage of bacon the Com- 
mission consider supplies will permit. 
Thus if one curer finds that he has 
more bacon than he needs to supply 
the percentage named by the Com- 
mission, he. will transfer his surplus 
to the stock of a curer who cannot 
supply the percentage. In this way 
all customers will receive a fair pro- 
portion of available supplies. This 
plan was formed by the curers them- 
selves after consultation with the 
Commission, and it has been agreed 
that if any curer who has not suffi- 
cient bacon cannot get it from a 
colleague who has more than suffi- 
cient, he can report him to the Com- 
mission. The percentage will change 
monthly according to the pig posi 
tion. This month it is anticipated 
that there will be twenty per cent. 
of last year’s stocks. 

Revealing further details of the 
insanitary conditions under which 
bacon is ‘being cured, the Commis- 
sion told how their inspectors had 
found unbranded bacon lying under 
straw.-im.a shed.

Price-Control 
of Sweets 
Expected 


The price-control on sweets, which 
was forecast exclusively in the /rish 
Timea last month, will come into 
operation—according to a manufac- 
turer— “any day now,” writes a 
reporter. 

Anticipating the control, the 
trade is ready for it. The idea is to 
end the profiteering which has been 
troubling both public and manufac- 
turers alike. It is understood that 
control will be on a comprehensive 
scale, covering every kind of -sweet 
made. It will be worked on the 
code system, a code number being 
allotted to each variety of sweet, and 
displayed on the jar or box. Thus, 
all sweets which are controlled at 8d. 
a quarter lb., irrespective of who the 
manufacturer may be, will be at the 
same code number. 

The method of arriving at the 
control prices, shortly to be an- 
nounced by the Government, our 
reporter learned, was to go back to 
the manufacturer and work through 
wholesaler and retailer to the public. 
Manufacturers are to be allowed a 
certain gross profit, and although 
their profits are to be controlled, 
they state that they welcome the 
move on the part of the Government, 
and, in some measure, had actually 
instigated it. They were dissatisfied 
with the position of having to see in 
shop windows sweets retailing at 
1s. 3d. which they had made to sell 
at 8d.

The railway companies should not 
seek to exterminate all other forms 
of transport. There was a danger 
that the conservation of railway in- 
terests might mean monopoly, and 
that monopoly, in the opinion of a 
large number of people, would be 
disastrous to this country.

the Rotary Club luncheon in Dublin 
yesterday. All that road competi- 
tive transport interests asked for, 
said Mr. Summerfield, was to be 
regulated—but not exterminated. 
Proposing a vote of thanks, Mr. 
J. A. Broughton, Irish manager, 
London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Co., Ltd., said that it would be 
difficult to get an alternative means 
of transport to move great volumes 
of traffic with the same speed as the

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The Roads to Rome 


The Allied armies continue their 
advance through Italy in the face 
of the most violent resistance. 
General Mark Clark’s Fifth 
American Army has crossed the 
Volturno at several points, and 
last week troops were landed on 
the coast, some ten miles north 
of the place where the river joins 
the sea. It has been anything but 
easy going. From the great battle 
for the Salerno beaches the 
Germans learnt th:t on this 
occasion the Allies were taking 
things seriously, and it looks as if 
they. are disinclined to risk 
another pitched battle with the 
invaders. On the other hand, 
their retreat is by no means a 
rout. It is slow, orderly and 
methodical. Their object is to 
restrain the Allied advance by 
every means in their power, and 
every defensible point is being 
contested with the utmost vigour. 
The weather also favours defence, 
rather than attack. After 
a brief respite last week, 
the rain has begun to fall 
again, and the low-lying ground 
between the Apennines and the 
sea has become so “' soggy ”’ as to 
present a formidable obstacle to 
the American tanks. Nevertheless, 
slow as the advance may be, it 
continues. During the last ‘few 
days General Montgomery’s Eighth 
British Army, driving westwards, 
has captured the important 
junctions of Campobasso and 
Vinchiaturo, and is exerting all 
its efforts to reach the even more 
important town of Isernia. If ‘t 
succeeds in this endeavour the 
Germans will have to reconsider 
their situation in some haste; for 
one of their two routes of with: 
drawal towards Rome would be 
cut off. -Rome Radio, which is 
under German control, is fully 
ative to the danger. It makes no 


| secret of the superiority of the 


attacking forces: ‘‘ Montgomery,’’ 
it says, ‘‘imtends to force the 
road to Rome.” 

Meanwhile, the political situa- 
tion remains obscure, The text- 
books of modern war argue that 
much depends upon the attitude of 
the civilian population over whose 
territory a campaign is being 
fought; and both sides provide 
strikingly divergent pictures of 
the behaviour of the Italians. 
According to the Germans, the 
average Italian is sullenly resent- 
ful of the Allied invaders, if not 
actively hostile to them ; according 
to the Allied bulletins, the British 
and Americans are being received 
with open arms. Trustworthy in- 
formation hardly can be expected 
for the time being; the odds are 
that no satisfactory picture will 
be painted until the campaign is 
over. The revolt against Fascism, 
and all the events since then, 
combine to create an effect of the 
deepest confusion. Fascism is not 
dead ; in the north of Italy Signor 
Mussolini retains enough power to 
have re-established some elements 
of his old régime. The Allied 
commanders, as it appears, are 
wholeheartedly in favour of the 
‘“‘ reactionary ” Government under 
King Victor Emmanuel and 
Marshal Badoglio, while there 
is a strong school of thought, 
both in England and in the 
United States, which believes that 
there can be no hope of genuine 
Italian sympathy with the Allies 
until the Badoglio, régime has 
been replaced by a) new Govern- 
ment of professedly liberal and 
anti-monarchist tendencies. Only 
so, say these last critics, can the 
Italians be persuaded that the 
Allied armies come otherwise than 
as avengers. {t is no business of 
ours to judge. We merely can 
watch the slow drive of the Anglo- 
American forces towards Rome, 
recognising that in the heat of a 
campaign it is the military, 
rather than the political, point 
of view that matters. 


Behind the Counter 


Wartime» conditions have brought 
about a greater change nowhere 
than in the shops. In times of 
peace, and the consequent plenty, 
the rule prevailed that '“ the 
customer is always right.” Any- 
body who could put his money on 
the counter got reasonable courtesy 
and attention, o felt himself 
entitled to complain to the 
management if he did not. The 
only limit upon his dictatorship 
was that of his bank account. 
Now the respective positions have 
been reversed. Bacon, oatmeal, 
cigarettes, matches, chocolate—all 
these things, and many more, are 
the prizes which the shopkeeper 
can award to those who court him 
properly, and can as easily with- 
hold from those who do not find 
favour in his eyes. Rations of 
tea, sugar and butter are guaran- 
teed, indeed, by the appropriate 
coupons; but the shopkeeper is 
quite at liberty to refuse to 
register a customer, and so to 
deprive him also of these essential 
commodities. The dictated-to is 
now the dictator; .the shopkeeper 
is always right. Unfortunately, 
in many cases the rule is true that 
“power corrupts.’”’ Customers 
complain that courtesy has been 
repla.cd by insolence, and atten- 
tion by indifference. The man 
behind the counter no longer is 
anxious to dispose of his goods. 
“Take them or leave them ” is 
the implication of his attitude; 
and to the old threat to ‘‘ go else- 
where”’ he may: retort with a rude 
guffaw Yet, if some shop 
assistants and proprietors are 
tempted thus to make use of their 
temporary advantage over their 
customers, one must concede tat 
there is reason enough for their 
revenge to be sweet. Everybody 
is familiar with the petty tyranny 
he—it 
was almost always -‘‘ she ’’—swept 
into the shop, with the air of one 
indignant because the usual red 
carpet was not laid outside; down 


‘came the boxes from thé shelves, 


one after another, as the assistants 


ted to do her pleasure; the | 


heap of rejected goods on the 
counter; when a price was men- 
tioned her glare carried the plain 
implication that she was sure thas 
the assistant had raised the price, 
with the intention of making a 
little private profit, the moment 
she came in; and, finally, she 
departed, on a wave of insolence 
and perfume, to torment the staff 
of another establishment with 
her gracious patronage. TI¢ will 
be a pity if the war causes shop 
assistants to forget their manners; 
it will be a very good thing if 
it causes the customers to remem- 
ber theirs. There are human 
beings, after all, on both sides of 
the counter. 


Birds and Beasts 


It -has been observed many 
times that the people who live in 
a place know least about it. There 
are thousands of Corkmen who 
never have kissed the Blarney 
Stone; there are hundreds of 
students in Trinity College who 
never have seen the Book of Kells. 
In the same way, when the 
visitor mentions the Dublin 
** Zoo,’’ the Dubliner is inclined 
to ask: ' Zoo? Where is the 
Zoo?’ Yet in the gardens main- 
tained by the Royal Zoological 
Society in the Phoenix Park the 
harassed citizen may spend an 
hour or two as pleasantly as in 
any spot in the city. However 
one may dislike the idea of caging 
animals, a certain solace may be 
derived from the contemplation of 
this home of the world’s creatures, 
The stout, amiable bears, with 
their paws folded upon their 
ample paunches, are like a 
grotesque caricature of a company 
directors’ meeting: the llamas 
look upon the world with that 
same supercilious stare which 
may be seen, coming through 
lorgnettes, at the more select 
parish sales; the raccoons, with 
their wide-open, childlike gaze, 
bring irresistible memories of 
Disney. Yet, if worried fathers 
and careworn mothers forget 
their troubles for a little 
while, under’ the influence 
of all these curious beasts, what 
is the effect upon the children of 
the family? Wild with excite- 
ment, they rush from the monkeys 
to the parrots, and back again to 
the monkeys. They stop to stare 
in awe at the lion, gnawing at his 
gargantuan lunch. They cry 
aloud with delight as they watch 
the many-coloured birds flitting 
about their cages. They draw 
back in ecstatic terror as the 
alligator thrusts up ftom his 
swirling waters to snap a kipper 
between his horrid jaws. In the 
Children’s Corner, the soft white 
mice nestle in their hands, and 
the rabbits poke nervous faces out 
between the meshes to plead for 
green food; ‘and, on the walk 
below, the elephant, the culminat- 
ing wonder of a wonderful day, 
carries them upon his swaying 
back as if they were so many 
rajahs of the Indies. Even if the 
outing has proved too exhausting 
for mother, there is a relief in the 
end ; for she can retire to the café, 
and there sip tea and look out 
upon the green lawns of the park. 
Of all Dublin’s amenities, the 
“Zoo”? is almost the bast 
managed. A _ visit to it is 
certain to mark a ,red-letter day 
in a _ child’s life; more sur- 
prisingly, it can turn out to be a 
treat for parents; too.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Srr,—The Gas Company iiave a 
grievance against us consumers for 
using their ‘‘glimmer.’’ We con- 
sumers have a larger grievance 
against the Gas Company. Their 
rationing hours do not suit a very 
great number of us. We want the 
gas from 6.30 a.m. to 9 o’clock in 
these dark, cold mornings. Reason— 
For school children not to have to 
be up and running about a cold 
house till school-time. 

Then we want the gas on to 2 
o'clock from 11.20 o'clock, Reason— 
For many office girls and van- 
drivers who have not had a hot 
dinner for months. 

Then we want the gas on at 5.30 
o'clock, and not 6 o'clock, and off 
at 7.30. Reason—The hundreds. of 
wage-earners whose offices are closed 
at, 5.50 o'clock, and whose grumbles 
and growls at having to wait for 
their tea till 6.15 at earliest are 
unbearable. 

I can see the gas officials shaking 
their heads and saying ‘‘it can’t be 
done.”’, But we beg to differ, and 
say 1t can be done. We consumers 
keep the gas officials in office and 
pay their salaries, and we should 
be shown some _ consideration, 
especially when we have to put up 
with such poor power of gas, mighty 
expensive, and dividends unpaid, 
such a loss to so many people, some 
of whom I know personally. If the 
above hours were changed, many of 
us would never need to use the 
*‘ glimmer,’’ and the Gas Company

| years ago there had not been a cow 


in the place, last year 14,000 gallons 
of milk had been produced, and a 
greater acreage had been cut down 
to roots than before. 


Election Costs ° 


The Speaker’s Conference on 
electoral reform will include in its 
widespread inquiry into all aspects 
of the present election system a ,re- 
view of the cost of election to the 
candidates. As the law stands at 
present, candidates must not spend 
more than 6d. an elector in counties, 
5d. in single boroughs, and 33d. in 
joint boroughs. Only about one 
candidate in ten spends up to these 
limits, but many candidates, especially 
the Conservatives who usually under- 
take to pay their own expenses, find 
themselves with high bills to meet. 
No less than £1,145 was spent by 
Sir Reginald Blair in holding 
Hendon, but this, with some 200,000 
electors, is one of the largest con- 
stituencies in the country, and he 
would have been entitled to spend 
up to £4,120. At Romford (Essex) 
the winner spent less than half the 
£1,433 which the lpser paid; but 
each would have been entitled to 
spend £4,198. When the redistribu- 
tion of seats plan is completed the 
population of the Hendon and Rom- 
ford constituencies will elect two to 
three candidates each. 


Sing Sing Prison 

The known prison population of 
the world in peacetime is just short 
of a million, and Sing Sing Prison 
in New York State accounted for 
some two thousand. Now Sin 
Sing’s oldest block and its 1, 
cells, built nearly 100 years ago, are 
being demolished with considerable 
satisfaction by the convicts them- 
selves. ‘This part of the prison was 
condemned thirty years ago. None 
of its cells had windows, and no 
light other than through latticed 
doors until electric light was 
installed some years ago. “There are 
1,743 new cell blocks in the modern 
art of the prison, and their size is

Radio’s Coming of Age 


Broadcasting in Britain will be 
twenty-one years old next month, for 
it began in 1923 in a small experi- 
mental station near Chelmsford, the 
county town of Essex. ‘The service 
rapidly expanded and the London 
station, the famous ''2 LO calling,” 
was then established. Regional 
stations rapidly followed in Birming- 
ham, Manchester and Glasgow. The 
last few years have seen the vast 
network of multilingual broadcasts 
which the B.B.C. is radiating to all 
parts of the world.

The Elusive Rasher 


Many of us who have not seen a 
rasher for. ages would like to be in 
Florida, which is known as the great, 
bacon-raising state in America. But 
Florida, too, has its pig problem, as 
witness this breezy report from 
Miama: ‘‘ Thousarids of hogs, care- 
fully fattened for the frying pan, are 
sizzling in South Florida’s heat, 
while the market that should be 
awaiting them is being scrambled 
and. unscrambled by Government 
agencies.”’ i 

The same story is told of cattle, 
which the ranchers cannot sell at the 
prescribed prices, and chicken-raisers 
are going out of business because 
the cost of raising birds is so high

off after all.

Who Wouldn’t be a Farmer? 


Í met a man in Enniscorthy the 
other day who told me that he had 
cleared £60 profit on 34 acres of 
wheat this year. A shopkeeper him- 
self, he grew it on a field that had 
been grazed by cattle for a genera- 
tion and was broken for this crop 
last winter, It yielded 18 barrels 
to the acre, oR £148 gross at 
the minimum of 47s. a barrel, out 
of which his expenses came, 

“Who wouldn't be a farmer 
now?” he said. ''Look at that for 
profit, and it all had to be done 
with hired labour—money down 
every time the gate was opened. 
Seed, fertilisers, labour, threshing— 
it was all pay-out. If I had my 
own help the whole thing would 
have been done for about £20, and 


. I would have had over £100 profit.” 


A farmer turned the other side of 
the picture. ‘‘ Everybody would 
not have such virgin soil for the 
crop, or be in the way of hiring 
labour to cut it when the good day 
would come. A field I had under 
wheat the third year in succession 
just cleared expenses.’ | gathered 
that the second year’s crop on what 
was a ley field is even better than 
the first, but the third year on the 
same ground is, disappointing. But, 
as most farmen@ practise rotation, a 
third year’s whe&t crop on the same 
field is rarely sown.

“ THE LOST LEADER ”’ 
AT THE ABBEY 


HERE were no other Parnell 
Fr plays before the production of 
“The Lost Leader,” and it 
could have remained better than all 
those which have been: written since 
if the bold promise of its first. act 
had been fulfilled There was the 
lingering belief that Parnell did not 
die but had lived on somewhere in 
obscurity. So when he suddenly 
comes back to life out of the 
disguise of ‘‘ Lucius Lenihan ” in 
the Hotel at Poulmore, in the tense 
political atmosphere of 1917, there 
are magnificent samara ready to 
the dramatist’s hand. And this, the 
most difficult part of the play, one 
would think, 1s so brilliantly done 
that all the rest seems easy at the 
fall of the first curtain, when 
Parnell is again so fully alive. 

That, however, becomes the 
difficulty with which Mr. Robinson 
has to contend for the rest of the 
Play, and it becomes so overwhelm- 
ing that eventually he has to ‘kill 
the man whom he brought back to 
life, so that his play may have a 
faintly plausible ending. The fault 
is, perhaps, that he asked too inuch 
of the politics of the time to help 
him out of a situation which he had 
created with sudden skill, not know- 
ing very well where it was going to 
lead him. His _—s representative 
politicians become mere aspects of 
the time rather than living 
characters, and his great character 
dies long before he is actually 
killed, because, in wanting to face 
all once more, he really has nothing 
to face, 

Time does not deal too kindly 
with “The Lost Leader.” The day 
in which its scene is laid would 
seem to have come more remote 
even than the day when Parnell 
actually was the Leader. One period 
seems to cancel the other, and there 
is a strange fading of history. It 
is only when the resurrected Leader 
says he has nothing to offer them 
as a policy only the souls of those 
who would follow him that he comes 
to a curious reality, as if he might 
be someone speaking out of the very 
day in which we are now living. 

There remains, however, over all 
the play a certain fine daring, and it 
has moments of the most admirable 
dramatic skill. It shows, too—before 
the others had tried—how the story 
of Parnell could be made to live 
once more without bringing on Mr. 
Gladstone, Mrs. O’Shea, Mr. Healy 
and all the rest. 

There is some very fine playing in 
this production, notably that of 
Denis O'Dea as “ Lucius Lenihan,”’ 
of Ann Clery as Mary Lenihan, of 
F. J. McCormack as Dr. Powell- 
Harper, and of Michael Dolan as a 
blind ballad-singer. The other parts 
did not fill out sufficiently to give 
those who played them anything like 
the same opportunities.

CAIRNS “ 


Instead of being the graves of 
shadowy princes of the Period 
; B.C., the megalithic tombs on 
the Loughcrew Hills, near Oldcastle, 


of historical personages of the first 
century of the Christian era. This 
is the revolutionary theory advanced 
by Dr. Joseph Raftery, of the 
National Museum, as a result of the 
last few weeks’ excavation on this 
site, financed by a special Govern- 
ment. grant. 

Dr. Raftery’s chief purpose was 
to see if there was any confirmation 
for ‘the common supposition of 
archeologists that these tombs had 
been used as workshops by people of 
the Iron Age about 2,000 years 
after they were built. The first 
month’s work—already reported in 
the Jrish Times—disproved this 
theory. The second month’s work 
resulted in the finding of a number 
of polished and decorated pieces of 
chorn and bone. , The decoration 
work of these pieces is in every 
way characteristic of work of ap- 
proximately the first century A.D. 

This find in a single cairn does:

vious beliefs about the other cairns
